Healthy Respect

pression that they developed both 


. a healthy respect for the power of 


atomic force and a sense of confl- 
Wlence that they can use it effec- 
tively against an enemy and com- 
bat its use against themselves. 


They quoted one soldier as say- 


Ing in some ways the explosion 
was worse than he expected. But 
the soldier expressed surprise, the 
congressmen said, at the protec- 
tion afforded by a foxhole. 


Joe "Had It" 


Then is little doubt that radio- 


active Joe "had it" yesterday. Al- 


«,though he was well protected, 


hunched low in scientific observa- 
tion areas in the hills surrounding 
the Yucca Flat test site, you can 
imagine what the blast wave was 
like in his position. Newsmen 30 
miles away reported their clothing 
was whipped by the blast. 


Near the base camp, Desert 


Rock, the blast blew rocks and 
brush Into the air. On Mt Charles- 
ton, 50 miles away, the bomb— 


Hand it was no baby one—struck in 


two thunderous cracks less than 
five minutes after it flashed white 
over the test site. 


Less Spectacular 


This fourth detonation in the 


Atomic Energy Commission's test 
series was stronger, but less spec- 
tacular than the third one Tues- 
day. Plane-dropped, it burst at 
less than 1,000 feet and appeared 
to be on a par with weapons test- 


^jed here last winter. It was Ameri- 


ca's 21st major atomic explosion, 
unofficially. High winds swept the 
nuclear cloud up to 40,000 feet and 
past Las Vegas in an hour. It 
drifted another 75 miles before dis- 
sipating. 


Above-Normal Radiation 


The AEC reported above-normal

Into a Cocked Hat 


Recent news reports from Washington said that some 


officials are tending toward the opinion that the only way 
to bring order out of the chaotic meat situation is to do away 
with controls of meat altogether. 


Whether or not that happens, it is-an indication of how 


badly the controls have disrupted the normal, efficient 
mechanism of meat production and distribution. Fewer and 
fewer cattle have been passing through the yards of the es- 
tablished, law-abiding packers. More and more cattle, it is 
obvious, have gone into other channels. And there have been 
shortages of certain cuts' and kinds of meat in many parts 
of the country. 
*

From the economic point of view, the situation is insane. 


At best, the packflfg industry makes an extremely small 
profit on meat—an average of a fraction of a cent a pound 
on all the meat sold at retail. Under normal competitive con- 
ditions, the packers actually sell beef to retailers for less than 
they paid for it as livestock, and the difference, and the mod- 
est profit, is made up through the sale of by-products. Un- 
der OPS policy, the industry has been knocked into a cocked 
hat A late survey showed that legally operating meat pack- 
ing companies were losing the fantastic sum of up to more 
than $25 per head each time they handled a choice grade 
steer- And the legally operating companies cannot compete 
with operators who sell dressed beef for consumers at prices 
well above the ceiling and who, consequently, bid up the 
price of cattle and divert them from the regular channels. 


It's a case where the legal business and the consumer 


take the beating. That always happens when government 
controls the economy by fiat.

That He Has Lost His Dignity

NEW YOKK—My knowledge of British unionism is so' sketchy 


that I would dare say little more than that, of course, the British 
are so obedient to law that their pickets could never become goon* 
and that mobs like those which have terrorized American cornmun- 
ties are unimaginable. 
But perhaps even that 


observation would be too daring. 


I read a spot news dispatch the day before the 


election in which Clement AtUee was quoted as 
laving warned the impending Churchill government 
that they had better not go too far m undoing 
the nationalization program of the so-called labor 
party. Or there would be trouble 
The subtleties 


of political repartee in hot campaigns,may be de- 
ceptive and Attlee' may not have wanted to commit 
himself to a threat of direct action by a class of 
people who are the least obedient to laws against 
violence. But that is what I got out of it and it 
was a shock to me to believe that a British prime minister would 
warn his successor that he, Attlee, was going to insist on a right of 
veto, to be enforced by—by what? 


We are much less decorous than the British, class for class. Our 


upper class, meaning, I am afraid, those who like to practice ex- 
travagance and over-drink in gaudy places, certainly are not ladies 
and gentlemen. 
Now, I wonder if the Bntish upper classes are. 


Or are all those old, rather icy but proper and inflexible aristocrats 
dead or gone to pot? The aristocrats whom they have sent us In 
recent years have been, on the whole, a vulgar lot, saving some ex- 
ceptions and they have included some spectacular trash. 


Churchill himself, about the best representative there is, of any 


renown, of the upper classes, is not a dignified man. It seems to me 
that he has compromised so long in order to appeal to the emotions 
and favor of the rabble that he has ceased to deserve the title of 
gentleman in the good meaning of the word. His son is said to have 
been a brave fellow but, in other respects, I find it hard not to re- 
gard him as the Elliott Roosevelt of the Churchill family. 


But, after all, the Churchills are more famous than virtuous as 


an ancient family. They go back a good way, though perhaps no 
further back than many obscure but well-behaved American and 
English families who have never bothered to trace their ancestry 
beyond their grandparents. 
But the further the Churchill* go 


the less, I should think, they would enjoy the going. 


It seems to me that Churchill has discredited the Bntish aris- 


tocracy and I search my scant store of up-to-date information on 
Britain and the Britich for individuals who personify the dignity, 
propnety and honor of the superior class 
I do not mean to sug- 


gest that Churchill like Roosevelt, would use the majesty of his 
office to trim a sucker in favor of his son, as Roosevelt did 
Honor 


in this sense is a composition of dignity, sincerity and quiet but 
strict superiority 
The true aristocrat knows he is a superior fel- 


low and will not go around truckling to his inferiors for their votes 
so that he may have the privilege of saving them from their own 
stupid emotional prhtical follies 


"Colonel Blimp," a mythical ass 


held* in derision in Britain these 
recent years, was absurd mostly 
>ecause he was a man of prin- 
liple. We had one here, too, Lt. 
Gen. Hugh Drum. 


The British have had some very 


>ad moments since the first world 
war. The strike of uie Liverpool 
policemen, about the time of our 
policemen's strike in Boston, let 
oose ternble experiences. Liver- 
100! is a tough town, restrained 
by a gentle rein, like a mean 
lorse in the hands of a confident 
dnver. But the riots were ter- 
nble once the lower classes re- 
aizeo? that there was nothing to 
restrain them 


It is not correct to speak of 


the labonng people of this coun- 
try as the kind who took to the 
streets and beat up people with 
clubs and irons during- the riots 
which were deliberately provoked 
to give the CIO a chance to come 
into being-. 
Tnie, these rioters 


were of the laboring class but they 
were only a verv small minority 
of the labonng class. The major- 
ity always cowers in fear of such 
wild men.

The Selective Service Act Of 


1948 set ages 19 to 26 as the peri- 
od in which men would remain 
liable for training and service in 
the armed forces.

age to 18%, also extended it to 
age 35 for all men granted defer- 
ments on or after June 19, 1951.

individual files up to date to identi- 
fy those whose period of military 
service liability has thus been ex- 
tended.

reason, may be sure he will be 
called into service before he be- 
comes 35," the official said. He 
added: 


"Local boards are revising their 


files now to get these deferred men 
into uniform as soon as they be- 
come available and are needed, and 
to sort out those who are liable 
until the age of 35 from those who 
are liable only until the age of 26."

ponds have their crops stuffed with corn and it Is the free 
lunchea that is one factor In keeping the birds in this area 
and will probably provide good shooting until the water freezes). 
Another factor in this season's good shooting is the abundance 


of ponds and aloughs where ducks can rest and feed. The heavy 
rains have provided the extra water and the mallards and pin-tails are 
ahallow feeding birds who like puddles where they can feed without 
diving. 


Observer* note that the ducks being taken now are local 


ducks that come from no farther north than Wisconsin or 
Minnesota and, of course, some of them nest in this area. 
A freezeup and storm in the farther north will bring In a 
big Canadian flight which might provide shooting'here If 
there is open water here. 
It is believed that more Canadian honkers have been killed in 


this area since the opening of the season than for many years. The 
weather and the feeding conditions are given the credit for the 
situation.
